Vance: Israel may have 
violated arms agreement 


Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
WASHINGTON. — U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance has notified 
Congress that Israel's use of 
American weapons in its operation 
in South Lebanon may have been a 
violation of the U.S. Arms Exports 
Control Act. 

But Vance stated in his letter on 
Wednesday to House of Represen- 
tatives Speaker Thomas P. O'Neill 
Jr. that, in view of the cir- 
cumstances, he was not recommen- 
ding to President Jimmy Carter that 
any punitive action be taken against 
Israe}, Such action could be cutting 
off further sales of U.S. arms to 
Israel. si 

Vance stressed that no action was 
planned because of Israeli 
assurances that it will withdraw 
from Southern Lebanon and comply 
with UN Security Council Resolution 
425, as well as recognize the need to 
restore the momentum to the vital 
Middie East 6 process. 

Vance discussed the issue briefly 
also before the House International 
Relations Committee yesterday dur- 
ing a debate over the ad- 

i tion's intention to lift the 
arms eargo on Turkey. 

The secretary told the committee 
orally, and O'Neill in writing. that 
the U.S. ‘‘discussed with senior of- 
ficials of the Israel government 
these operations... We are actively 
discussing the date for the comple- 


tion of tIsraeli) withdrawal (from 
South Lebanoni."* 

Under the U.S.-Israel mutual! 
defence assistance agreement of 
July 23. 1952, Israe] can use arms 
purchased in the U.S. “solely to 
maintain its internal security, its 
legitimate self-defence or to permit 
it to participate in the defence of the 
area of which it is 2 part, or in UN 
collective security arrangements 
and measures."’ 

Several members of Congress 
voiced anger over the report to 
O'Neill, saying that there was no 
question that Israel acted in self- 
defence against Palestinian 
terrorists.

missing after — 
clash with PLO

Five Israelis are missing — three 
of them known dead — after a party 
of seven crossed into terrorist- 
controlled territory in South Lebanon 
on Wednesday evening. According to 
reporta from Beirut, one of the two 
missing men is being held captive by 
the PLO. 

Yesterday morning more than 100 
UN troops searched orchards around 
the coastal road near Tyre for traces 
of the missing men. But they geve up 
after it became clear that the PLO 
hed all five — dead or alive. 

Of the seven men involved in the in- 
cident, four are reservists, two ere 
sergeant-majors in the permanent 
forces, and one is a civillan. The 
civilian, a fleld schoo! guide who was 
in South Lebanon illegally, is one of 
the survivors and is being held in jail 
pending investigation. 

The names of the men involved 
were last night withheld from 
publication pending notification of 
their families. 

The seven had crossed an army 
roadblock in South Lebanon, driving 
in a rented civillan Volkswagen 
pickup which was in military ser- 
vice. The IDF is currently in- 
vestigating how they jumped the 
roadblock. Pending the outcome, a 
senior officer has been suspended 
and a subordinate officer arrested. 

The incident started around noon 
on Wednesday, when the two 
sergeant-majors fet out from Biranit 
to check ἃ tractor in Bint Jbeil. On 
the way they picked up four reser- 
vists who apparently talked them 
into using the vehicle for a tour 


around South Lebanon. At Tibnin, 
they picked up the field school guide, 
who was in army uniform though he 
was not in service. He had maps and 
a camera. 

The seven, after touring the area, 
decided to get back to Israel along 
the coastal road. At a certaln point 
west of Tyre, they approached 8 
miMtary barrier which had been 
removed from the road while repairs

Tension in South Lebanon as 
all forces placed on alert

All forces involved in the South 
Lebanese conflict have been placed 
on alert in the wake of fresh clashes 
between the Palestinian terrorists, 
on the one hand, and the Israelis and 
the UN peace-keeping troops on the 
other, reports from Beirut said last 
night. 

The reports said that the UN com- 
mand had ordered its 2,000 men 
deployed along the Litani River 
cease-fire line to stand by due to 
what was described as a dangerous 


turn of events in the area. The Israeli | 


forces are also in a state of alert, ac- 
cording to the reports. And the 
Palestinian terrorists, too, are under 
Standby orders. , 

The reports mbde no‘ mertion- οἱ 
special measures adopted by Syctu's 
30,000 troops who have been policing 
Lebanese areas north of the Litani 
for the past 19 months. 

The Lebanese authorities earlier 
yesterday said that a “dangerous in- 
crease’ of cease-fire violations had 
been recorded in South Lebanon. The 
statement was made shortly after 
the Sidon authorities reported an ex- 
change of fire for the first time 
between Palestinian terrorists and 
French UN paratroopers assigned to 
observe the cease-fire around the

The three HU connoisseur- 
scientists are Drs. Ben-Ami Bravdo 
and Arye Gur, and greduate student 
Joseph Hepner, who is working 
towards his doctorate. Their alm is 
to develop an “‘objective™ wine 

system. . 

The yeast that got their research 
going was a major problem facing 
Israel's wine producers — the dif- 
ficulty in cultivating a hearty breed 
of grapes needed for dry wines. The 
diffculty is a natural one — Israel's 
warm climate dissipates acidity and 
other taste elements which deter- 
mine a table wine's character. 

Another blow to the wine growers 
came in recent years when 
agriculture experts introduced drip- 
irrigation techniques into the 
vineyards. Yields scared from one 
ton per dunam of pes to three or 
four tons. And what is more, the 
grapes were now virus-free, 

But a disappointment — and com- 
mercial hazard — loomed at the 
cellars. Profeasional wine tasters 
there found that wines from high- 
yield vineyard grapes were inferior 
to the old variety.

in art of tasting wine 


After studying the problem for two 
years, the three experts rose dis. 
covered “thinning ont” 
bunches in the vineyards — enpecial. 
ly of the carignane variety of grape 
— results in spectacular improve- 
ment in the taste of the wine produc- 
ed from those grapes. 

They also found that, unlike 
flowers and vegetables, over 
generous wate! during harvest 
seazson actually spoiled the quality of 
the grape juice. So they worked out 2 
meticulous watering timetable, for 
each week approaching harvest day. 

The idea of getting the computer 
into the picture came when the 
researchers began exploring the 
various wine musts, the juicy grape 
pulps which settle in the bottorn of 
the fermenting vats and influence 
the final taste and quality of a wine. 


First the researchers separated 
musts from "good" and “bad” wines 
after these were unanimously 
selected by expert wine taatera. 
Chemical eompecuents from both 
groups, including aromatic es- 
sences, were extracted and injected 
into an instrument called a gas 
chromatograph. This separates the 
various chemical factors in the ex- 
tracts and ita them out on graph 
paper, in chemists’ language. 


By feeding the chromatograpn’s 
output into the computer, thousands 
of correlations and cross- 
correlations are tried, all with the 
objective of de! the ideal 
chemical combination needed to 
produce a “good” wine — even if the 
grapes themselves are unable to 
produce all theze chemical 


responses. 

Most of the field teats — irrigation 
control and * out" — are be- 
ing done in Moshav Luzit, in the 
Adullam region, and at Markeret 
Batya and Gedere. 

If the computer-assisted 
research succeeds, not only will 
Israel's wine exports boom, but 
thousands of professional wine 
tasters all over the world may tind 
themselves out of a job.

W. Bank pupils 
protest slaying 
in East J'lem

Bchoo!] pupils demonstrated 
yesterday in the Weat Bank towns of 
Nablus and Ramaliah to protest the 
Killing of a young Arab, reportedly 
by a Haga (civil defence) man, in 
East Jerusalem on Wednesday. The 
incident occurred a few hours after 
an army reservist was shot dead, ep- 
parently by Arab terrorists, at the 
samé spot, opposite the Rockefeller 
Museum.

Tahan, some 1,000 mourners follow- 
ed the coffin outside the Old City 
walls, shouting nationalist and anti-

violence, and security forces did not 
intervene. 

At the refugee camp of Balata, 
near Nablus, demonstrators 
denounced the Cypriot authorities 
for having sentenced two Palestinian 
terrorists to death for the murder of 
ἘΠ editor Youssef Sibaei at 
the beginning of the Larnaca hijack- 
ing episode, which also led to the 
death of 16 Egyptian commandos 
last February.

Once a plane has been “grabbed” 
by one of the three lines, it releases 
its hook and makes its way to a side 
bar on the ship, where unused ord- 
nance is offloaded and where, within 
minutes, the aircraft is refuelled and 
re-loaded. 

One of the ways in which the 
Nimitz has introduced some method 
in the madness ia through a colour 
code for its men. Those in yellow 
shirts are flight directors; those in 
green shirts mechanics, white shirts 
denote safety officials, and ordnance 
personnel wear red.

Somewhat dumbstruck| 


- TELEVISION programmes came to 


an end last week-with a bang. not a 
whimper, the last shota we saw pt 
the news being of the Peace Now _ 
demonstration in Tel Aviv. 

Estimates of the number of people 
present varied with the point of view 
of the estimator: the hawkishly in- 
clined saw 30,000, the doves counted 
50,000. 

I have never known how police, 
journalists end other experts can 
give such confident and authoritative 
assésamenta of the number of people 
in an open space, without turnstiles 
or fixed seating to help them. Do they 
crawl around surreptitiously coun- 
ting the number of feet, and then 
divide by two? Or do they go up ina 
helicopter to tabulate the heads? 

However the count was effected, 
the inference wes a challenge to Mr. 
Begin's cherished claim that he hase 
popular consensus behind his West 
Bank policy. 

The demonstration waa clearly no 
sinister plot organized by a lunatic 
fringe or by red Russian agents; it 
was 8. spontaneous assertion by the 
hitherto sllent minority — perhaps 
even a majority — that they are 

fighting for territory, but 
will do so only for security. The. 
shock to Begin must have been im- 


Generally, the Premier must have 
been secretly delighted by the 
blackout on the news; all news has 
been bad news for him lately. 

Victor Hugo wrote about Napoleon 
as the man who saw the sun rise at 
Austerlit: and then saw it set at 
Waterloo. In Begin's case, we may 
pity the man who saw the 
celebrations of Hanukka turn into the 
misery of Purim. The man who could 
not put a toe wrong untill December 
and has hardly been able to put one 
right since. At that time he was 
besieged by 811 those "good friends,” 
approving of everything he did — 
Jimmy Carter, James Callaghan and 
Anwar Sadat. 

When challenged in the Knesset in 
November or December to go to a 
new general election, he was able to 
answer confidently that he was not 
afraid to do 80; 1 wonder if he would 
answer today with quite the same 
faith in his star. At that time, even 
Shimon Peres would probably have 
voted for him. 


THE LACK of news must have also 
come aa ἃ relief to Finance Minister 
Βαμα Bhrlich. One of the trite 
clichés of sport, particularly cricket, 
is “the glorious uncertainty of the 
game"; our soccer commentators 
are careful to mention the possibility 
of a reversal, even when one side is 
leading by several goals. But, 
although I am no economist, I doubt’ 
whether “glorious uncertainty" is a 
desirable alm for an economy. Here 
in Israel, we certainly have reached 
a stage of inglorious uncertainty. 

I am probably the least important 
and most humble of entrepreneurs in 
the country, although you might not 
think so from my income tax 
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assessments. Yet even I, operating in 
my small way, have found that It is 
impossible to conduct any kind of 
planned activities, because the coun- 
tr; has no currency in which anyone 
believes. 

ἸῺ fact, people have now started 
quoting prices in dollars ifa period of 
more than two months is involved. A 
glance at the classified ada will con- 
firm that this is now accepted prac- 
tice among landlords. It is impossi- 
ble to budget realistically for more 
than three months, because nobody 
knows what the cost and wage struc- 
tures will be like then; everything is 
worked out now subject to review by 
June. How a major business enter- 
prise plans its operations is beyond 
ΤΑΥ͂ comprehension. 


THE JOURNALISTS’ strike posed 
all kinds of personal moral problems 
for me. Normally, whenever I switch 
from some Israeli debate about 
Judaiam to Jordan for entertain- 
ment, my conscience plagues me for 
my dereliction of duty and my lack of 
patriotigm. 

Says my conacience: 

“You're supposed to be a television 
erltic, maybe you're missing some 
all-important, magnificent piece of 
film-making. Granted that it looks 
Uke the dullest of discussions, 
perhaps, perhaps, perhaps some 
spark will be struck, some 
word will be spoken, some great bit 
of film will be ahot. And you'll have 
missed it! For what? To look at 
‘wares, many of them produced by in- 
imical England, broadcast by an 
enemy. Have you no shame? Falling 
into Hussein's nefarious plot, im- 
bibing pro-Arab indoctrination with 
Tony Randall and ‘Are You Being 
Served?"" 

So, with the strike on, I reached for 
the beer, rubbed my hands in glee, 
and said to my foe, my conscience, 
“Now I can enjoy myself for once. 
There's nothing doing on Iarael, so I 
can really have a holiday.” 


BUT MY INDEFATIGABLE oppo- 
nent came back; 

“Scab! Strike-breaker! ‘The Jour- 
nalists’ Association has come out 
with an expression of full sympathy 
for your suffering brethren working 
for TV and radio. The least you could 
do would be to keep the television 
on dark and the radio switched 
“But no, you listen to Galei Zahal, 
the BBC, and the Voice of America; 
{infinitely worse, you settle down to 
watch Jordan television. Have youno 
shame? And what makes it all so 
terrible is that you could use the time 
to such good advantage — you could 
be going to theatres, concerts, 
cinemas, social gatherings, tea par- 
ties, cultural meetings, improving 
your mind instead of turning it to 
mush ...'" 

Ah, well, with a conscience one 
cannot win; you just have to live with 
it, even though you don't love it. 
Mark Twain once wrote a story about 
how he got his hands on his con-

science and strangled it,. and lived 
happily ever after. But of course it 
was a story; such things don't 
bappen in real life, unfortunately. 


ANYWAY, treating my conscience 
with the contempt it deserved, I have 
spent night after night watching Jor- 
dan. And I am as full of complaints 
as if I had been watching Israel. 
How come they have taken off 
“The Upchat Line” and “Wodehouse 
Playhouse,” two of the best things 
they have ever had? Why are they 
showing so many programmes that 
we have already seen on Israel, like 
“Hard Times," “Age of Uncertain- 
ty,’ “Fall of Eagles"? That's no way 
to run an opposition propaganda 


Gn the other hand, they have sore 
very good things, like ‘Will 
Shakespeare," some very good 
films, and a comedy every evening at 
8.80 p.m. 


One good Western featured Stuart 
Whitman as an Indian buck who had 
made millions out of ofl, and came 
back to a town which had hanged his 
daddy, so as to buy the citizens and 
then get thern to kill Melvyn Douglas. 
The plot was an exact copy of 
Duerrenmatt's ‘Visit of the Old 
Lady,” but it was very well done. 

Then there was another film with 
Sergeant Ed Brown — remember 
him, Ironside's friend? — turned into 
an Incompetent killer. ‘‘The Duchess 
of Duke Street"’ has gone off since the 
greet days when she threw in recipes 
with the story, but it is still good. 


JORDAN HAS a 6.30 show, ‘“Man 
from Atlantis," which had one of the 
wierdest episodes I have ever seen. 
The hero, Mark, has webbed hands, 
and can live under water; he is very 
noble, and a fervent American 
patriot. For several weeks he 
devoted his talents to foiling the ef- 
forts of a fat guy to dominate the 
world. Then, running out of plots, the 
script-writers start to send him into 
the past through a sort of time tunnel 
under the sea. 


One of these excursions landed him 
in Verona, taking sides with the Mon- 
tagus against the Capulets. Thanks 
to Mark’a intervention, the villainous 
Tybalt is frustrated, and Romeo and 
Juliet are happily married. 

In the procesa of thus improving on 
Shakespeare's plot by giving it a hap- 
py ending, the script-writers produc- 
ed an incredible potpourri of noble 
poetry and modern colloquial 
American. I don't remember exact 
quotes, but the drift was like this: 
“But soft! what light through yonder 
window breaks?" followed by, "I 
dunno what your pop'’s gonna say 
about this." 

When I was young, I got some 
curious ideas about history through 
unorthodox interpretations by Sam 
Goldwyn and his ilk. It would be in- 
teresting to ascertain what the youth 
watching Mark rescuing Romeo 
think of Shakespeare's quondam 


tragedy.

Surviving seven decades on stage and screen 


“MY DBAR, only Bette Davis, Helen 
Hayes and me are left — the others 
iare all dead." Dame Flora Robson 
;was reminiscing about the heyday of 
Hollywood during the years between 
the wars. But, as she says, ‘I have 
always been more of ἃ stage than a 
-film actreas."” ᾿ 

She is ἃ great survivor, with a dis- 
tinguished acting career that has 
spanned seven decades. The Queen 
-mude her a Dame of the British Em- 
pire (the female equivalent of a 
knight) in 1960 In recognition of one 
of the great actresses of the English 
stage. Only three other actresses 
have been similarly honoured: the 
late Sybil Thorndike, the late Edith 
Evans and Dame Peggy Ashcroft. 

Although claiming to enjoy semi- 
retirement at her home in Brighton, 
Dame Flora found herself acclaimed 
last week as Best Actress of 1977 at 
the Monte Carlo Television Festival 
for her role in the film ‘The Shrimp 
and the Anemone.” 

She came here on an Easter 
Pilgrimage (with the Canon of 
Chichester Cathedral as guide) and 
is thrilled with the landscape of 
Jerusalem. She will also give a 
recital on Saturday evening at the 
Recanati Hall, Tel Aviv Museum, 
under an arrangement with her old 
triend, director Leonard Schach. 


DAME FLORA was brought up in a 
devoutly Christian household and is 
deeply proud of her Scottish origins. 
("We are Mackenzies. I do believe 
wwe had some Robsons in southern 
Scotland, but we lost them...) She 
comes from a long line of seafarers 
and explorers — “and that's why I 
adore travelling. I do like going to 
new places, and I have agreed to do 
terrible films only because I wanted 
to get around.

RABINOWIT2'S criticism is not con- 
fined to the government's failure to 
Slow down inflation and δ 
ich, on contrary, fanned it 
further.

His 
criticism of the incumbent Finance 
Minister's budget and tax policies ia 
harsh in substance, if not in words. 
The Treasury, he says, has 
granted tax reductions for business 
that amount to IL2.7-IL.2.8b. Some of 
these, he grants, are by themselves 
justified; some are even nec: Ἃ 
But thia year, 2 peak year for debt 
repayments, they should have been 
Postponed — particularly after the 
New Economic Policy. Among the 


major tax cuts he mentions are the . 
elimination of the defence procure- - 


ment tax, at a loss of IL550m.; the 
elimination of travel tax, at a cost of

It 
assumed a price inflation of 32 per 
cent, a 36 per cent wage rise in the 
public sector, and average exchange 
rate of IL16.5 per dollar — a level 
already attained before the new 
fiscal year started. The last budget 
ended with a deficit of IL12b., in- 
stead of the ILdb. promised by 
Ehrlich, and the present budget is 


likely to end up with a similar — if - 


not greater — deficit.

derutilized capacity, necessarily 
such a great calamity?

Rabinowitz answers that he is all for 
stimulating growth — provided it is 
done selectively, to channel it into 
directions that will ultimately im- 
prove the balance of payments.

But the Likud Government, like ali 
other governments, does not have 
the strength to stand up to the con- 
sequences — which, if the policy 
were consistent, would have meant 
the shutting down of enterprises and 
large-scale unemployment. 
Therefore, Rabinowitz adds, they 
have reverted to the worst of all dis- 
tortions — individual, erbitrary . 
assistance and subsidies to par- 
eular enterprises. ‘We have, in 
fact, gone back to the late 50s. 
Instead of giving incentives to all 
who meet pre-determined criteria, 
of certain policy objectives to be 
achieved, they now give arbitrarily, 
to the-most needy..." 


ΑΒ A FORMER finance minister, 
Rabinowitz cannot avoid ranging 
wide in his criticism. Every day, it is 
becoming move obvious to him that 
nearly all the measures taken by the 
present government are benefitting 
the relatively well-to-do. Bat he aiso 
takes a look at the government's 
housing and construction policy. The . 
country ἐπ running short 
of ing, he says, and that within 
two years we may expect 
demonstrations by young 
couples. To satisfy the needs of 
young couples and new im- 
migrants, we need at least 35,000 
flats a year. To attain that, we 
need some ὅδ,000- 51,000 flats in . 
the pipeline — and at present we 
are running 10,000 short. _ . 

The government dreams of shift- 
ing residential construction to the 
private sector, but — says 
Rabinowitz — that will only mean 
more building in the already over- 
crowded central region. Private con- 
tractors will only build in the 
development areas if they are heavi- 
ly subsidized — and if subsidies are 
needed, why not give them to the 
buyers who need the flats?

Radical in the Likud 


YIGAL COHEN-ORGAD ta the only 
professional economist in the Likud 
faction. That alone makes him an 
odd man out; indeed, ha often finds 
himself on the “wrong” side of the 
fence in the Knesset Finance Com- 
πόρῳ in which he chairs his face 
lon. 

When interviewed this week in the 
Knesset, the topie of the day was 
naturally the impending strike wave 
{n the public sector. Cohen-Orgad Is 
sceptical about the possibility of 
holding the line to the 6 per cent 
wage increase, to which Finance 
Minister Ehrlich still sticks. : 

He is even prepared to go further 
— to accept the wage increases 
demanded by the Histedrut, but to 
grant them only on condition that the 
public service is thoroughly reform- 
ed and made more efficient. That 
alone will make it possible to 
gradually reduce the size of the 
public sector. In other words — if 
more is to be paid, then it should be 
paid to fewer and more efficient peo- 
ple. 

That does not mean that people 
should be fired. Some will leave of 
their own accord, or reach retire- 
ment age. If the civil service were 
made more flexible, with more 
mobility, and fewer ‘“‘Chinese em- 
Pires," the government would be 
able to cut its expenditures and 
make up for the cost of the additonal 
wages. -- Ἢ 

So-far, Cohén-Orgad saya, the 
Likud-government has done little to 
shake up the government structure. 


" He sees this as the government's 


most urgent task — for it was in this 
area that the public's expectations of 
the Likud were highest.

The government as well es 
business firms should be able to 
borrow directly from the public, 
without the intervention of the 
banks, and in competition with them. 


IN COHEN-ORGAD'S view, non- 
intervention by government ig not 
the same thing as neutrality. He is 
against bureaucracy, but not against 
the intervention of government in 
determining the distribution of in- 
come. And in that respect, he leans 
more towards the poor than towards 
the affluent. 

Like any politician, he is not im- 
pervious to the inevitable pressures 
of vested interests — but whether it 
is because of his professiona! train- 
ing or becanse of personal 
character, he holds no special brief 
for the interests of the middle class. 
And perhaps, as a member of Herut, 
he also knows from what strata of 
the population his main support com- 


es. 

Cohen-Orgad candidly criticizes 
his own government for not having 
done enough since it came to power, 
for not having established the right 
priorities in \ts programme, and for 
routinely carrying on an Alignment- 
type policy. He is genuinely concern- 
ed not only that the government wil] 
be discredited but that the country 
will suffer. He conveys Β sense of 
urgency and of the radicalism 
typical of many professional 
economists. 

At the end of our talk we returned 


to the urgent problems of the day — “ 


to the expectation that the budget 
deficit will In all likelihood be much 
bigger than forecast by the 
Treasury. I asked him the same 
question that I once asked Yehoshua 
Rabinowitz: What great harm is 
there in running a deficit in an 
economy that has spare capacity, 
even if that means reducing our 
foreign reserves? 

Cohen-Orgad's answer was candid 
and brought out clearly the link 
between foreign and economic 
policy: “Αἴ a time when we may find 
ourselves in a confrontation with the 
U.S. because of foreign policy issues, 
we cannot afford to forgo any possi- 
ble improvement in our foreign 
payments position. In more tranquil 
times, a more expansionary 
economic policy might not have been 
an impossibility..."

FOLLOWING his recent meeting 
with President Sadat in Austria, 
Shimon Peres is convinced that the 
Egyptian leader is sincere in his 
deaire for peace with Israel. In an in- 
terview with The Jerusalem Post, 
the Labour Party chairman summed 
up — for the first time publicly — the 
results of his talks in Salzburg. 

To Peres, Sadat’s sincerity is 
palpable — it is based not only on 
political and economic con- 
siderations but also on deep personal 
emotion. He sees himself as destined 
to bring peace, as Peres put it. 
Indeed, the President is convinced 
that his visit to Jerusalem was one of 
the major turning points in Middle 


history. 

Sadat, Peres reported, aspires to 
an over-all agreement, “but he is 
decidely not prepared to allow King 
Hussein hold any right of veto." The 
Egyptian leader wishes to lay the 
ground well enough to facilitate 
Hussein's entry into the negotiating 
process, but he does not want its con- 
tinuation to hinge on Hussein‘s 
strategy. He is determined to 
finalize the Declaration of Intent 
with Israel, and once that is out of 
the way, to get down to business. He 
is apprehensive about drawn-out 
negotiations (which, he fears, a 
Geneva conference would entail), 
and he expects Israel “to be gallant 
in her expressions’’ so as to enable 
him to face up to his adversaries in 
the Arab world. 

Moreover, the Egyptian President 
does differentiate between Sinai and 
the West Bank. As Peres put it: Sinai 
has a recognized international 
border, while the West Bank does 
not. Also the Sinai peninsula is un- 
populated, and Sadat wishes to 
reassure Israel that its security wil} 
not be threatened from that direc- 
tion. The President appreciates that 
Israeli does have problems per- 
taining to Judea and Samaria, and 
accepts this country's right to insist 
on necessary measures for its 
defence. 

Above all, President Sadat wants 
Israel to accept his word of honour — 
“beyond the written text’ — and 
wishes to drive home his profound 
belief that his visit to Jerusalem con- 


stituted ‘‘a breakthrough of im-, 


mense historical dimensions.” But he 
igs not ready to concede sovereignty 
over a single inch of his “sacred 
5011" in Sinai. Nevertheless, once an 
agreement is reached and the penin- 
sula is returned to Egypt, he would 
be anxious for joint development 
schemes and technological coopera- 
tion. “Science is everything,"’ he told 
the Labour Party leader. 

As to the various problems that 
cropped up during the previous talks 
between Israel and Egypt. Sadat is 
sure that a suitable solution can be

As for the Palestinian issue, Sadat 
accepts President Carter's Aswan 
statement about Palestinian involve- 
ment in the determination of their 
fate.

Yet, 
he doubted whether any Israeli 
government would go so far as to 
remove a settlement from the map. 

In his meetings with the American 
Jewish community, the Labour Par- 
ty leader will urge them to preserve 
Jewish unity, and recommend that 
they maintain their support of 
Israel. ‘The debate on what should 
be done will continue here, but 
should not be ted to the 
Diaspora. I wiil explain that this is a
